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A New Method of Tanning. • 

Fun'S and Pelts:—Soak the pelts or skins 
until as soft as when taken otf the beast. 
All pelts or hides with hair on must be well 
freed from all flesh, fat and other matter by 
being beamed with a knife or scraper on a 
round slab, and then well scoured in suds 
made of soft waUr,to which add i pound of 
sal soda to 15 gallons of warm water and 
onough soap to make a strong suds; keep 
these proportions for a larger or smaller 
»inanity. 

Bet(n-e any tanning or coloring matter is 
applied rinse thoronghlv in clear water. 

The art of taiiiiing to all intents is a 
chemical operation corivei'ting raw hides 
into leather. This process prodtices a leat i- 
er muci^ better and more durable than any 
old method. 



How to Make Conipouiid Tanning Fluid. 

Dissolvt* tlie following chemicals in one 
gallon of hot water: one ]>oiind alum; two 
pounds common salt; one ounce salsoda; one 
oz. glauber salts; 1 oz, potash. When nearly 
cold add one pound sulpliurio acid; ])nt 
in a jug ready for iis(‘. 

Put tliis on the Hcsli side; Ix' carel’ul to let 
the mi.NLture touch (iveiy })art of the skins; 
]>ut it on with a lag tie<l on a. sticdc. Tlum 
hang up in a shady ])]ac<‘ until jiu^t dry 
tuiough to turn white ^\]M‘n pul'ed and 
stretched in any diiection, Much de})ends 
upon working tlie pelts and 1‘ins at the right 
liuu', that is wlun just dry enough to ttir)» 
(lie tiesh \N hite w hen woi ked. 

For Tanning Calf Skins or Deer Skins 

Soak the skins till tlieY are throughly 
sof eJU'd. Kemo\'e ad the fle.^h hy scraping 



oJi tile tlesli side with a flesliiii^' knil'e; tlu^y 
are iiov; ready tbi‘ tlie liuH^. 

Tlie lime to be iiiad<‘ in e(|ual ([iiaiiites oi' 
iiine and wood aslies; saw 2 (jiiaids of fiesli 
slacked lime, ‘2 (jiiarts of wood aslu's ir b }‘ails 
of soft water, handle daily until the hair 
comes otf freely: kee]) these projmrtions fora 
larger or smaller ijuantity.

As suoii as the skins are throughly rinsed 
and done dri[)]hng ttiey are ready for the 
dye: Green, Ciarnet, Maroon, Pink, Slate, 
Black, Salmon, Yellow, Magenta Use the 
Ihiion Package Dyes; Directions with each 
package. Wlien you color use warm water, 
not hot.
